Notwithstanding that a world war is being waged, that the 
ordinary channels of thought are unsettled, and that money is 
required for national purposes, there is scarcely any diminution 
of patronage of the arts. At least wc of the Conservatory have 
found little or no falling off of either patronage or enthusiasm. 
Nor should there he, for culture is just as necessary to civiliza- 
tion as are the utilitarian arts. Indeed, of all the arts, music 
exercises the most powerful and refining influence on character. 
It is the only art universally practiced. In this age, education 
must include music just as it does mathematics. What docs the 
world think of one who knows nothing of music? It is with 
satisfaction that we note the many students who are mastering 
this art. 

On Tuesday evening, June IS), thirty-six students of the Strass- 
berger Conservatory of Music were graduated, many with honors. 

The program was an unusually line one, opening sonorously 
with a piano octet of Kuecken, conducted by George Buddeus. 
Beethoven and Liszt for the piano followed, and then Beethoven 
and Bazzini for the violin. It seems impossible to give a long 
program without decorating it with a Liszt Rhapsody. On this 
occasion, it was the No. 6. Of peculiar interest was the "Corona- 
tion" Concerto of Mozart, the instrumentation of which was by 
Daniel Jones. One of the great moments of the evening was St. 



Saen's "Dance Macabre," an example of extreme music realism. 
It was performed upon two pianos under the direction of Sam'l. 
Bollinger. Mrs. Lewis is to be congratulated on the good work 
of her pupil Elizabeth O'Brien who sang the Polonaise from 
"Mignon." Miss O'Brien sings surprisingly well and shows great 
promise. Miss Gregory also must be commended for the 
excellent reading of Bessie Campbell. Another splendid moment 
was when the "Tannhauser" March was played by a piano octet 
and accompanied by the string quintet, Daniel Jones conducting. 
In "llejre Kati" of Hubay, Hedwig Niehoff proved herself an able 
violinist, one from whom we may expect good things. Olivia 
Merkel sang charmingly in the waltz song "Life's Merry Morn" 
and it was fitting that the strings of the quintet wrought their 
arabesque accompaniment. It is only a matter of simple justice 
to mention Emily Schlemmer. Here is a young woman who has 
achieved something of the artist's stature. Her playing of the 
Liszt "Tarantella" was brilliant, poetic, and noble. Ellis Levy's 
"March Triumphale" ended the program; and it was fitting, for 
the whole had been a triumph for teachers and students. Preced- 
ing the ceremony of the diplomas, H. W. Becker, A. M., addressed 
the graduates. 

The Strassberger Conservatories have become historically rich 
in the number of these annual exercises. For 22 years this large 
institution has been fitting students to become teachers and execu- 
tants, and they are now to be found successfully practicing their 
profession in all parts of the United States.
